ABIDING VALUES FROM 
ISRAEL'S HISTORY 
LESSON TEXT—Deuteronomy 11:13-25, 


GOLDEN TEXT—Righteousness exalt- 
eth a nation; but sin is a reproach to 
any people,—Proverbs 14:34, 


What makes a nation great? God's 
dealings with Israel answer that 
question. The history which we 
have briefly touched upon in our 
study of the first four books of the 
Bible is reviewed in Deuteronomy. 

Moses, realizing that the end was 
at hand for him and that a new 
generation was about to go into the 
promised land, reviewed the history 
of the people, restated their laws, 
and renewed the appeal of God 
for their loyal obedience. Thik rec- 
ord is found in the Book of Deuteron- 
omy, from which our lesson is taken, 

We find here that the nation which 
is truly great— 

I, Worships the True God (vv. 
13-15). 

There is a fundamental factor 
which must underlie all real nation- 
al greatness—love of God, This has 
an inseparable corollary—serving 
Him ‘with all your heart, and all 
your soul,'"’ 

Says the wise man of Proverbs 
(14:34), ‘Righteousness exalteth a 
nation; but sin is a reproach to any 
people.’’ We have well-nigh forgot- 
ten that fact. We need to be remind- 
ed of it again in God's word to 
Israel, 

What is the result? The blessing 
of God upon the land, the giving of 
abundant harvest, in fact, the open- 
handed generosity of God. 


II, Heeds God’s Warning (vv. 16, 


This is the negative side. God 
dealt with Israel through promises 
if they were faithful, and the threat 
of judgment if they forgot Him. 

One is as important as the other 
in the leading of a nation—and in 
the rearing of children. We, like 
our heavenly Father, should faith- 
fully keep every promise; but we 
should just as surely fulfill every 
warning of coming judgment. 


America has seen the handwriting 
of God in warning concerning its 
waywardness and sin, Will it heed 
and avoid further judgment? 

II. Honors God’s Word (vv. 18, 
19). 

Loving God and His Word {is not 
a matter for theological speculation 
or for sanctimonious discussion in 
some dark cloister, Thank God the 
Christian faith is at its best in the 
ordinary affairs of life, It finds its 
proper place in the tender relation- 
ship of parent and child. Its teach- 
ings are pure, delightful, simple, 
and entirely appropriate to any oc- 
casion, whether one sits or rises, 
walks or lies déwn. God’s words 
are the words to be laid up in the 
heart and in the soul, to be taught 
to our children, to be the constant 
and normal subject of conversation. 

IV. Testifies for God (vv. 20, 21). 

Here again we have the home be- 
fore us. And it is, of course, the 
home which makes the nation, If the 
home speaks for God, the nation will 
do so, inevitably and effectively. 


We may not, as did the pious 
Jew, fasten a little container bear- 
ing God's Word on our doorpost, but 
we may make the home itself and 
the life of its inhabitants an effec- 
tive testimony for God before our 
neighbors. 

It is obvious that the home either 
speaks for or against God. A pro- 
fession of faith in Him, an outward 
reputation for adherence to religious 
principles which does not vitally 
touch our dealings with one another 
and with the community in which 
we live—these clearly testify not for 
God but against Him. On the other 
hand, who can estimate the value 
of a sweet and orderly Christian 
home? Whether it be on a dusty 
city street, or on a quiet country 
lane, it is a light that cannot be hid. 

VY. Counts on God for Victory (vy. 
22-25), 

God promised that if Israel dili- 
gently kept His commandments, 
loved Him and walked in His ways, 
they would be a nation that would 
overcome and dispossess their ene- 
mies, and prosper in every good 
purpose. 

God desires the nation which hon- 
ors His name to stand before the 
other nations of the earth victorious 
and prosperous. 


The purpose of the Lord for Is- 
rae] was a far greater one than 
they ever achieved, because they 
fell into sin and drew back in un- 
belief. The limits of the land which 
He proposed to give them, as stated 
in verse 24, far exceed that which 
they did possess in Palestine. 

God's plans are large plans, His 
promises to us, like those to Israel, 
are stupendous. We need to learn 
to take Him at His word. 

“No man shall be able to stand 
before you” (vy. 25) was the promise 
to Israel. “Ask what ye will’ 
(John 15:7) is the promise to us. 
They failed because they did not be- 
lieve God. Will we fail for the same 
reason?

To Conserve Electricity 
Effective September 15, 1943 


The War Production Board has requested all commercial, white way street

the nation to adopt the following formu?a for their uses of electricity and thus 
save manpower, transportation, fuel, equipment and other critical materials ur- 
gently needed for war purposes: 


(1) Indoor and Outdoor Advertising, Promotional and Display Sign Lighting 


(a) Daytime: Eliminate completely. 

(b) Nighttime: Reduce burning hours so far as practicable, but in no case 
burn for an interval exceeding two hours and only during the period 
from dusk until 10 P. M., in terms of local time. 

(c) Electric signs necessary for direction or identification of places of public 
service, such as public restaurants, public lodging establishments, 
transportation terminals, ete., may be operated during nighttime, but 
only while the establishment is open for business. 

(a) Reduce lamp wattage of all signs by the maximum practicable amount. 


(2) Decorative and Ornamental Lighting, Including Decorative Flood Lighting 


(a) Exterior Lighting: Eliminate completely at all times. 
(b) Interior Lighting: Eliminate al) non-essential lighting; reduce the bal- 
ance by the maximum practicable amount. 


(3) Show Window Lighting Which Does Not Provide Essential Interior I]lumi- 
nation 


(a) Daytime: Eliminate completely. 

(b) Nighttime: Reduce burning hours so far as practicable, but in no case 
burn for an interval exceeding two hours, and only during the period 
from dusk until 10 P. M., in terms of local time. 

(c) Reduce wattage by maximum practicable amount. 


(4) Lighting of Marquees (Other than Advertising Signs) and Building En- 
trances 


(a) Daytime: Eliminate completely. 

(b) Nighttime: Reduce in intensity by maximum practicable amount con- 
sistent with public safety consideration. 

(c) Eliminate completely when establishment is not open for business except 
for amount necessary for protection. 


(5) Lighting of Outdoor Business Establishments 


(a) Daytime: Eliminate completely. 

(b) Nighttime: Reduce in intensity by maximum ‘practicable amount. 

(c) Eliminate completely when establishment is not open for business except 
for amount necessary for protection. 


<6) General Interior Illumination and Show Case Lighting 


(a) Eliminate all non-essential lighting. 
(b) Reduce remainder by the maximum practicable amount consistent with 
public safety consideration and eyesight conservation, 


(7) General Conservation By Commercial Customers 


(a) Turn off lights and appliances when not actually needed. 
(b) Eliminate unnecessary use. 


(8) 


Air Conditioning 


Adopt more moderate margins of reduction in temperature and relative 
humidity, 


(9) White Way Street Lighting 
Reduce wherever practicable to lower levels consistent with public safety. 
(10) Residential 


(a) Eliminate all waste in the use of various electric appliances such as re- 
frigerators, radios, ranges, space heaters, water heaters, etc. 
(b) Turn off lights and appliances when not actually needed. 


(11) Industrial 


(a) Avoid unnecessary use of electricity for all lighting, air conditioning or 
other applications of electricity. 

(b) No conservation of energy is suggested that will adversely affect produc- 
tion of materials for war or esscntial civilian supply.

(12) 


(a) No curtailmentt is suggested for necessary uses of electricity for mili- 
tary, aviation, police or essential public health services, or for eye- 
sight conservation, plant protection, or transportation purposes. 

(b) Outdoor recreational facilities are considered essential for war-time mo- 
rale and their necessary uses of electricity should continue. 


Exceptions 


Wherever the term “nighttime” appears in the above rules, it shall be con- 
sidered to mean the period beginning at dusk (30 minutes after sunset) and 
ending at dawn (30 minutes before sunrise.)

overseas, writes a very 
cheerful letter from an ov- 
erseas hospital saying that 
he is getting along fine. The 
letter was to his aunt, Mrs. 
Duke Taylor, and we print 
it for the benefit of his 
friends: 

Dear Aunt Mit: 

Sure hope this finds you 
feeling good and I guess en- 
joying yourself. The young 
folks can’t enjoy themselves 
too much, but as long as ev- 


erybody is well you don’t 
have anything to worry 
about. 


I had a little bad luek— 
stopped a bullet, or rather 
it stopped me, Isn’t too bad 
though; went through my 
shoulder, But I am doing 
fine now, just a little weak 
and sore. The doctor says I 
will be good as new again. 

I guess Mama will worry 
herself to death now, I write 
her most every day and tell 
her Il am o. k. and not to 
worry, but I know she will. 
If you happen to see any of 
my folks, tell them you had 
« letter from me and that I 
am o. k. Maybe that will 
help some. 

Here where I am in the 
hospital, we have most ev- 
erything to eat, fresh fruit, 
lots of it. If they don’t give 
us all we want we can get 
it from the natives. They 
have plenty of bananas and 
pineapples, The natives 
grow them here on this is- 
land. Up until now we did 
not have very much. I am 
a long way from the fight- 
ing now. If I get along well 
[ guess I will be back with 
the boys before long. 

I guess it’s about winter 
back home now. Sure wish 
I could see some cold wea- 
ther, It is supposed to be 
winter here now but it is 
hot. There is no news here, 
quite a bit we could write if 
they would let us. I can tell 
you one place I have been. 
When we sailed from San 
Francisco, we landed in New 
Zealand. Some of the nic- 
est people in the world live 


there. The best part of it 
was, they speak English. 


Most all the other places we 
went there wasn’t anything 
there but natives. They 
sound to me about like frogs 
around a pond. Be as easy 
for me to understand a frog 
as it would a native.

JESUS AND THE TEN 
COMMANDMENTS 

LESSON TEXT—Matthew 5:17-20; 19: 
16-22; John 5:39, 40. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Think not that I am 
come to destroy the law, or the prophets: 
IT am not come to destroy, but to ful- 
fill.—Matthew 5:17, 


With this lesson we begin a series 
of studies which should be of unusual 
value, a consideration of the Ten 
Commandments in the light of the 
teachings of Jesus, and other relat- 
ed New Testament passages. 

It is appropriate to point out that, 
far from being outmoded, the Ten 
Commandments are really the basis 
of all moral law. They need a dili- 
gent restudy and re-emphasis in our 
day of disregard of moral standards, 


As interpreted by the Lord Jesus 
and applied to our daily living, the 
truth of these commandments 
should be brought home to every 
boy and girl, man and woman in 
our Bible schools. 

We learn here that our Lord did not 
come to set aside or destroy the law, 
but to fulfill it in the most complete 
way. But the gospel takes us a step 
beyond the law, and it is a great 
step, for we follow the One who is 
greater than the law. 


I, Built on the Law (Matt, 5:17- 
20). 

The law of God is eternal, never 
to be abrogated, never set aside. 
Christ Himself, although we might 
properly say that He was in reality 
the Lawgiver and thus had power 
and authority over the law, indicat- 
ed His purpose in coming to be that 
of giving the law its full meaning, 
not of destroying it. One could wish 
that those who profess to be His 
servants might have the same meas- 
ure of regard for God's law. If they 
did, they obviously would not be so 
ready to ignore it, so quick to change 
it or explain it away, and far more 
ready to accept with their Master 
every ‘Jot and tittle,’ that is, even 
the minutest detail of His Word. 

Recognizing Christ as the fulfill- 
ment of the law should prepare one

CLUB (‘WOMEN STUDIED 
SAFETY AND HEALTH 

Safety and Health was 
the subject of study in Cof- 
fee County’s, women’s clubs 
during the month of Sep- 
tember. Our county shared 
in the 80,000 fatal accidents 
and 4,500,000 non-fatal in- 
juries occurring in the Uni- 
ted States last year, stated 
Miss Mamie B. Mathews, 
home agent, who planned 
the campaign of safety 
against accidents that occur 
in the home, 

The fact that good lights 
are one of the essentials for 
safety in the home was 
stressed at these meetings. 
“alls cause more than fifty 
per cent of the accidents 
and often could have been 
prevented by adequate lignt. 
Twenty-five per cent of the 
falls occur on steps and 
stairs. All steps should be 
of the same height, the floor 
under the last step should 
be marked with a coat of 
light or white paint if the 
place is dimly lighted. 

Not many farm homes of 
this section are of more than 
one story, but stairs furnish 
many hazards for the very 
young and the old. Care 
should be taken that stairs 
are in perfect condition at 
all times, with a landing half 
way up to break the flight 
wherever possible, and they 
should be clear of such ob- 
jects as children’s toys, for- 
gotten brooms and mops or 
anything that might trip 
someone, perhaps causing a 
serious injury or death, 

Many accidents occur on 
porch steps, or those lead- 
ing from the house, as well 
as stairs. The September 
lessons reminded thata loose 
or broken porch step or rail 
may be a danger spot. The 
homemakers were urged to 
keep their steps, or other 
places where injury might 
occur, constantly checked 
and repaired.

II. More Than the Law (Matt. 
19:16-22), 

Obedience to the commandments 
brings a man up to the very en- 
trance upon life, but to enter in, he 
must have more than the “things’’ 
of the law; he must have the Per- 
s0n who {s “the Door" to eternal 
life. 

The young man who came to 
Christ was rich. His mind was ob- 
sessed with things. He had made it 
his business to observe the law, and 
had done well (v. 20), but his soul 
was not satisfied. He thought one 
more ‘‘thing’’ to do would accom- 
plish his purpose. 


The general attitude of the man 
was commendable. He sensed his 
lack of the vital something which 
would remake his life. He came to 
the right one—the Lord Jesus—with 
his question. : 

His failure to go beyond the things 
of the law to a faith in Christ, how- 
ever, showed that he loved his pos- 
sessions more than he desired to 
follow the Lord. 

Those in our day who are trying 
to please God and gain eternal bless- 
edness by works, by doing things and 
keeping commandments, need to 
recognize that in Christianity we 
have the One who is more than the 
law. They need to look away from 
things to be done, to the great thing 
that was done once and for all on 
Calvary. 

Il. Greater Than the Law (John 
5:39, 40). 

The Scriptures are great because 
they bear witness to the Christ who 
can give life. But obviously the One 
to whom they bear witness is great- 
er than they are, 


Paul speaks of the law as a 
“schoolmaster to bring us to Christ’’ 
(Gal. 3:24). The picture is liter- 
ally of a servant charged with bring- 
ing the child to school where he may 
learn the truth. So the law con- 
victs man of sin, makes him con- 
scious of his own utter inability to 
Meet God's requirements, and 
makes him ready to turn to Christ 
in faith and repentance (Rom, 3:20). 


These men of our Lord’s time 
were very religious. They spent 
much of their time searching the 
Scriptures that they might find eter- 
nal life. But most of them failed to 
understand that the life they sought 
was in the One who stood before 
them—Jesus of Nazareth—and not 
in the letter of the law. 


This has a vital bearing on the 
proper study of the lessons of this 
quarter. ‘The time has passed 
when men might seek life in the 
Scriptures apart from Jesus. Now 
that Jesus has come, life can be 
found only if the Scriptures lead one 
to Jesus. 

“If our study of the Scriptures 
does not bring us to Christ, then it 
is vain indeed. For that reason we 
cannot study the Ten Command- 
ments without turning constantly to 
Jesus as the One greater than the 
law"’ (Lesson Commentary),

BLUE CASE JURY 
FAILS TO AGREE 


Bessemer, Sept. 24—Date 
for a new trial for Dr. J. 
Howard Blue, Bessemer 
physician, charged with the 
death of his wife, Mrs. Lau- 
ra Ball Blue, was set for No- 
vember 1 after a mistrial 
was declared Friday follow- 
ing 50 hours’ deliberation by 
the jury. 

Circuit Judge Gardner F. 
Goodwyn, in whose court 
the case was tried, called 
the jury into the courtroom 
at noon Friday to ask if jury 
members were any nearer 
reaching an agrement. 

After questioning each 
member of the jury, Judge 
Goodwyn said he was averse 
to declaring a mistrial un- 
less they had exhausted ev- 
ery means of reaching a ver- 
dict. He was told by jury 
members that two decided 
opinions had been reached 
and it seemed hopeless that 
either group would change 
its views. 

Judge Goodwyn then de- 
clared the case a mistrial, 
pointing out that the jury 
had spent 50 hours in delib- 
eration, The jury had been 
cut since 10 a. m. Wednes- 
day.

:| ALBRITTON ‘URGES 
SOIL, COVER CROPS 

Seeding winter cover 
crops to provide winter and 
carly spring grazing and 
seed patches is being rec- 
ommended by J. 'T. Albrit- 
ton, Soil Conservationist of 
the Wiregrass Soil Conser- 
vation District, as a means 
of getting all-out production 
from the land. 

Land handling in this 
manner actually performs a 
double duty in the war ef- 
fort. It is in continuous and 
safe year-round use, pro- 
ducing war crops during the 
summer and feeding live- 
stock during the off-season 
months for added proauc- 
tion of meat and dairy pro- 
ducts. 

The conservationist points 
out that there is a large 
acreage of land in Coffee 
County which ordinarily re- 
mains bare and idle until 
spring which could be uti- 
lized. Both legume and non- 
legume crops can be plant- 
ed on this land with good 
results, he declared. 

Of the non-legumes, oats, 
rye, ryegrass and barley are 
perhaps the most common. 
Among the legumes are blue 
lupine, Austrian winter 
peas, hairy vetch and crim- 
son clover. 

In addition to providing a 
winter source of green feed, 
these crops can be of tre- 
mendous value in increasing 
soil fertility. They protect 
the soil against erosion dur- 
ing the winter months and 
improve the soil’s fertility 
by restoring nutrients which 
have been sapped by the 
preceding summer crops.

WRITES FROM SICILY 


Last week The Clipper re-
